Vibration of the Air Brings It ta the 
Ear—-Travels Faster In Summer 
Than In Winter. 
* 


S^und is transmitted to the ear 
by the vibration of the air. 
When 
one particle of air is made to víbrate 
It set* the adjacent particle* to vi­ 
brating:, and »o a sound wave, if not 
obstructed, pilaus in all direction* 
from the sounding body. The calcu­ 
lated velocity of *ound in the air 
when the temperature is at freezing 
point Is 915.09 feet per second. When 
the 
temperature 
Increases, 
s^und 
travels faster, and the rate has been 
calculated at a little more than one 
foot per second for each degree of 
rise 
In 
Fahrenheit's 
thermometer. 
Contrary to 
popular belief, sound 
travels faster in summer than In 
winter, and In warm than in cold 
climate*. 
It might be thought that 
-Mind 
would 
travel 
more 
slowly 
through a dense atmosphere, but the 
‘lastlclty Increases as rapidly *s the 
tensity, and, therefore, the velocity 
of sound Is not affected by varying 
density. The velocity of sound In 
water, when at the greatest density, is 
4,707.4 feet per second. The experi­ 
ments by which this velocity was de­ 
termined were ir.ade by 3?. Callaodin, 
Is 182$, across the Lake of Geneva, 
from Ttolle to Thonon, a distance of 
about nine miles. 
Water, therefore, 
transmits sound four times as fast as 
air does.

Englishman Bsrn In Humble Circum­ 
stances Made Place for Himself 
Among the Great. 


Perhaps no man of modem times 
has passed a more varied and roman­ 
tic life than Thomas Ward, who com­ 
menced life as a stable boy and who 
later became famous as a statesman, 
the intimate of kings and the player 
of a prominent role at the court of 
Parma. 
Ward, who was born at Yorkshire. 
Eng., in 1810, entered the service of 
Prince Lichtenstein of Hungary at an 
early age, and soon made a name for 
himself as a Jockey in Vienna. 
In 
1843 he was made master of the horse 
at the court of the duke of Luce*, 
proving his efficiency by reducing ex­ 
penses more than 50 per cent—be­ 
cause of which proof of his ability he 
was sent to Florence on a confidential 
mission of the highest Importance in 
1848. 
But 
shortly 
afterward 
the 
duke's rule was terminated by a revo­ 
lution, and Ward became an active 
agent of Austria, recovering the hered­ 
itary estates of Parma and Placentia. 
As a reward, he was made prime min­ 
ister and sent as an envoy, first to 
Vienna and later to SL Petersburg. 
After the assassination of the youth­ 
ful Charles III, whom the baron had 
placed upon the throne of Parma, 
Ward retired from public life and 
took to agricultural pursuits in Aus­ 
tria. 
When he died, carrying with him 
many secrets connected with the lead­ 
ing families of Europe, this man who 
started as a stable boy bore no less 
than 
nineteen 
distinguished 
titles, 
among them several conferred by the 
reigning houses of Austria, Germany 
and Russia.

CONQUEROR 
OF THE IROQUOIS 
I 
T TOOK a mighty warrior of any 
tribe to hold bis own with the 
Iroquois back in the colonial clays. 
But 
Fieskaret 
(Biscon ace—"Little 
Blaze") did it and his name became 
a word of terror to them during the 
perpetual war between these "Romans 
of the West” and his people, the 
Adlrondacks. 
One day early in 1644 Pleskaret set 
out on a lone war trail toward Lake 
Champlain. As he neared the Iroquois 
villages he reversed his snowshoes so 
that If enemy scouts found his trail 
It would be leading away from their 
villages Instead of toward it. 
Late 
that night he entered their camp and 
stealthily crept into one of the lodges. 
By the low*-burning fire in the center 
he saw that Its occupants were asleep. 
Working swiftly and noiselessly, the 
Adirondack killed and scalped all. 
The next morning a terrible cry of 
grief and rage arose when the dead 
bodies were found. 
Pursuing parties 
followed a trail of snowshoes le? ling 
aw'ay from the village hut the warriors ^ 
returned without catching a glimpse 
of the murderer. That night Pieskaret 
slipped out from his hiding place, 
entered a lodge and again killed anil 
scalped. But on the third night he 
found tw'o warriors on guard In every 
lodge. His game was up. 
Then he discovered one tent where 
the sentinel nearest the door kvas 
asleep.
